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On 19 Septanber 1947 the Ecuadorian Communist Party held a genoral meeting in 
Quite to discuss the position of the Party. The following remarks were made 
by prominent Communist Party leaders in Ecuador:

When this crisis arrives, the Commist Party expects to be able to carry forward 
its progrem. 


3. Enrique Gil Gilbert pointed out that the aigifies.t factor in recent political 
eventa wes the coalition between Gale Flage Lesso and the Conservative Party. 
He accused Plaza of having betrayed the Ecuadorian people for the fifth time, 
Gil Glibert urged the masses to increase their influence as much es. possible, 
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
